IN GOPHER STATE 


Formal Mandate Puts In­ 
to Effect Rule of Su­ 
preme Court in Min­ 
nesota Rate Case 


With tho issuing of formal man­ 
dates putting into effect the recent 
decisions of the supreme court of the 
United States in the famous “ Minne­ 
sota rate1' case that has been pend­ 
ing in the courts since 1907, it will 
be possible within the next few days 
for passengers patronizing lines in 
Minnesota to travel for two cents a 
mile. 
Offices of tho Burlington and Mil­ 
waukee railroads in this city have 
not been officially notified as to thej 
change in rate, hut the rate will g o ’ 
into effect with the next few' days.i 
An unofficial report received by the 
offices of two 
of 
the trunk lines 
running into Minnesota was to the 
effect that the twcrcent rate would 
go into effect on July 2b, but would 
not have to do with interstate traf­ 
fic. 
Since the Minnesota railroad rate 
commission declared a two cent rate 
for passenger traffic on the railroads 
of Minnesota, all railroads have is­ 
sued to passengers receipts calling 
for a refund of a cent for every mile 
traveled. With the exception of the 
Minneapolis & St. Louis railroad the 
refund "'Mi be made. Persons who 
have retained these receipts can get 
refunds for every mile traveled. 
The news of the decrease in the 
passenger rate comes gladly to the 
traveling public of La Crosse, as the 
travel between this city and points 
in Minnesota is heavy.
